BELLE GLADE -- Glades residents 
could gain a 320-acre metro- 
regional park and the city's golf 
course could be expanded to 18 
holes if a plan to be presented to 
the Palm Beach County Commis- 
sion Tuesday is approved. 

The two recreational areas, plus 
а 2,380 acre plot of land between 
20 Mile Bend and the J.W. Corbett 
Area, were included in a recom- 
mendation Monday night by the 
Palm Beach County Beach and 
Park Bond Issue Advisory Board. 
The three recommendations wree 
the result of efforts by Board 
member Dudlev Barnes 

The three Glades area parcels, 
plus four other inland parks and 
eight stretches of beach on the 
coast, totalled $39 million and make 
up the recommendation for what a 
$50 million bond issue is to be 
spent. 

Barnes, who was appointed to 
tho board by County Commissioner 
Bill Bailey, represents the Glades 
area said last week he was 
determined the Glades would re- 
ceive a fair share of the bond issue. 

“The most urgent need," he 
said, ‘‘is for a metro-regional park 
located close to the center of the 
Glades population patterns. The. 
second priority is the need for an 18 
hole golf course with a driving 
range.” 

The park Barnes js looking at 
would take up a 320 acre plot of 
land on SR715 and SR80 and would 
be close enough to the Palm Beach 
Junior College-Glades campus to 
be used Ву the college, as well as 
being within walking -distance of 
the Southwest section of Belle 
Glade, the most tensely populated 
area west of 20 Mile Bend, as well 
as Gladeview Elementary School. 

Barnes said an important facet of 
the site is that it is within 20 
minutes' driving distance from any

Barnes noted that local develop- 
ers are already interested in the 
parcel of land for housing develop- 
ment and expansion. He said 40 
acres are now being developed on 
the southwest corner of the area for 
trailer parks and 30 more acres 
were recently developed as part of 
Sugar Subdivision West. 

Noting there are already approxi- 
mately 38,000 péople living in 
western Palm Beach County and 
there will be an estimated 55,000 in 
another 12 years, Barnes said the 
park should accomodate the recrea- 
tional needs for another 12 years. 

“As areas on the coast become 
saturated with developments,” he 
said, ''an inland movement for 
additional space lo accomodate 
population growth will place a :; 
burden on land purchasing for 
parks, recreation and so forth.” 

Barnes said the extended golf 
course, if the.idea is-approved, will; 
be one of three parcels of land (0 
the north, east and south of the 
existing golf course and country 
club. 

“I think the ideal location would 
be east of the country club parking 
lot," he said, “but the committee 
wants waterfront property so a

Rather than offering reading as 
a subject and a remedial math 
course that would possibly bring 
them up to grade level, they are 
enrolled in the regular courses.
